The Rush County Council has denied a 
proposal that would have instigated a 
feasibility study and an airport authority 
in a 5-2 vote Saturday during a regular 
m eeting at the Rush County courthouse. 
D uring 
a 
Chamber 
of Commerce 
sponsored meeting earlier in the week, 
five council m em bers w ere briefed on the 
need of a hard-surfaced airport, and 
discussion centered around the federal 
and state funding of such a project. They 
were told at that tim e the federal 
governm ent would fund 90 per cent of the 
nroiect, and it was believed the state 


governm ent would fund another 5 per 
cent, leaving only 5 per cent to local 
funding. At the earlier m eeting, the five 
decided to consider the proposal at their 
regular m eeting. 
The study and the im plem entation of 
the airport authority would cost $30,000 
the council was told, with approxim ately 
$1,500 of that money coming from the 
local level. The study would be m ade to 
determ ine the benefit of the airport. 
Prior to m uch discussion on the m atter 
at the S aturday meeting, the president of 
the Rush County Farm B ureau and a 


farm er in the .Jackson Township area 
spoke in nnnosition to the airport. 


Alton Gordon. Farm Bureau President, 
said the airport was a topic at their an­ 
nual meeting held on October 27th, and 
he had been instructed to appear before

Otis R Bowen vetoed last year's pari-mutuel bill 
and has indicated he still opposes legalization of horse 
betting 
This year's bill calls for 70 per cent of the proposed 
racing commission s net revenue to be distributed to 
public schools based on th*ir enrollment (average daily 
membership! The distribution would be in addition to 
any other moneys the schools get 
Of the rest. 25 per cent would go into a special fund 
for Indiana bred horses and 5 per cent to the Indiana 
State Pair Board for general maintenance and operation 
of the fair grounds The first $100,000 of the horse fund 
would go to Purdue University's veterinary school for 
hasic and applied research on horses 
The bill calls for each county's voters to decide by 
referendum whether to allow pari-mutuel wagering 
within its boundaries Licensees, who would have to be 
Indiana residents willing to have their good character 
checked even by fingerprints, would pay a basic $500 for 
the license and $50 more per racing day.

Business Is Good InFashion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Ford adm inistration farm offi­ 
cial warned Monday that the 
incoming C arter adm inistration 
could create new problem s for 
itself and for farm ers if it seeks 
to increase grain support floors 
in 1977. 
The outgoing adm inistration 
had raised crop support loans, 
which act as a floor under 
m arket prices, for both corn 
and wheat in October. Assistant 
Agricuture Secretary Richard 
E. Bell said the new floors 
which will be in effect for both 
1976 and 1977 crops — should 
not be raised further. 
“ It is particularly im portant 
that load rates not be set at 
levels 
which 
interfere 
with 
export 
pricing 
and 
which 
prevent the m arket from being 
allowed to work,” Bell told his 
departm ent’s annual 
Outlook 
Conference.

support loan next year — it was

to prevent

If most of us were to be asked what som e of tne 
effects have been of the 1974 law to keep highway 
speeds at 55 miles per hour, we d probably mention 
some savings in gas consumption and the fall in high­ 
way accidents and fatalities. What is also true, but 
which few of us would add, is that the lower accident 
rate can also be said to have reduced the toll of one of 
m an’s oldest ailments — epilepsy. 
Head injuries, and especially severe head injuries, 
are a leading cause of epilepsy. The seizures may 
appear immediately following the injury, or it may be 
several months before they begin, but there is 
medical agreement that brian dam age incurred in 
automobile accidents 
is one 
of the 
chief 
en­ 
vironmental causes of epilepsy in adults. 
The Epilepsy Foundation of America and its local 
organizations want people to be more aware of the 
preventable nature of epilepsy so that the incident 
rate of more than 100.000 new cases a year may be 
reduced Although it is not always possible to trace 
epilepsy to a specific cause, doctors now recognize 
that many environmental factors — nutrition, defects 
during pregnancy, certain kinds of poisoning, oxygen 
deprivation, very high fevers, certain infections and 
blows to the head — have the potential of causing 
epilepsy. 
Modern treatment makes it possible for many 
people with epilepsy to live active lives despite their 
disorder, but the ultimate hope is for prevention. This 
includes preventing the onset of the disorder, 
preventing further seizures after the first one strikes, 
and — very importantly — preventing the social, 
economic and psychological complications that so 
many people with epilepsy have to face. 
How can epilepsy be prevented? According to the 
Epilepsy 
Foundation 
of 
America, 
which 
is 
highlighting prevention as the major theme of its 
annual 
public 
information 
campaign 
during 
November (Epilepsy Month), genetic counseling may 
prevent the development of epilepsy in particularly 
susceptible families. Although the condition is not 
believed to be inherited in many cases, there are 
some families in which several members are affected 
and in which there is clearly a genetic link. 
Early diagnosis of suspected cases can prevent 
complications and provide the best chance among 
children of early control and possible disappearance 
of the condition later in life. Improved care during 
pregnancy and birth, especially in high risk mothers, 
can prevent the kind of epilepsy which can result 
from birth injury or oxygen-lack during birth. Vac­ 
cination against m easles and research into the 
prevention of such infections as encephalitis and 
meningitis is also needed, the Foundation says. 
Finally, the increased use of safety precautions on the 
road, in homes and businesses to prevent head injury 
will also help reduce epilepsy’s toll. 
As for preventing the psychological, social and 
economic consequences of the disorder..erasing the 
stigma 
associated 
with 
epilepsy 
since 
Biblical 
times .only widespread public education and un­ 
derstanding will relieve the burden. In fact, the real 
answer lies within each of us to do what we can 
toward a better understanding of epilepsy and those 
who must live with it. November — traditionally | 
observed as National Epilepsy Month — is a good 
time to start.

Weak Air Force

ROME (U P II — One of the most nervous 
men in Italy has to be Gen. Dino Ciario, the 
air force com m ander — and well he might 
be. with an air fleet that is about to fall out 
of the sky from old age. 
As Italy girds itself for harsher tim es with 
severe m easures to curb inflation, m any top 
Italian and NATO airm en are wondering 
whether a key air fleet in the southern 
NATO defense screen can be rescued. 
Ciario has said he must have $1.5 billion 
over the next IO years in addition to his 
T itular air force budget for new planes and 
equipm ent 
He has been asking for the 
money for more than a year now, and the 
parlim antary defense commission still has 
not granted it. 
Italian air force officers are afraid that, 
wth 
rigid economies 
being 
enforced 
in 
alm ost every ther direction, the nation’s 
politicians m ay be unwilling to risk popular 
wrath 
by 
appropriating 
so much extra 
money into weaponry 
While desperately waiting for the money, 
Ciario has had to cut the num ber of hours 
his men fly in their aging m achines from the 
minimum NATO requirem ent of 240 hours 
per year to only ISO 
More than one third of his 280 combat 
aircraft are obsolescent and dangerously 
close to their retiring ages. 


And nearly 50 of his pilots have been killed 
sm ashing more than 70 Lockheed F104 
Starfighters in the IS years they have been 
used 
here 
— 
with 
no 
money 
f o r 
replacem ents or new aircraft. 
Te G erm ans are also having 
serious 
trouble 
with 
the 
Starfighters. 
grimly 
n i c k n a m e d 
‘ ‘ f l y i n g 
coffins” 
or 
“w idow m akers.” 


An Italian defense m inistry spokesman 
says the position is so serious that “ if the 
money is not voted by parliam ent it will 
mean an end not only to the credibility but 
to the very existence of the Italian air 
force.” 
Starfighters are built here under license 


and Italy is so strapped for hard currency 
she recently sent some of them to Turkey 
instead of her own front line while Ciario 
fumed. 
Ciario has threatened that if he does not 
get his money he will take a front-line 
squadron out of service every year — which 
would directly breach Italy’s com m itm ents 
to NATO 
Rapidly nearing their retirem ent ages of 
5,000 flying hours are two squadrons of 
F104G fighter-bom bers, three squadrons of 
RF104G reconnaissance planes and two light 
attack squadrons of Fiat G91RS a total of 
109 aircraft. 
One 
reason 
why the Starfighters are 
splattering 
them selves 
over 
the 
Italian 
countryside at an alarm ing rate is that they 
have had to be adapted to roles for which 
they were never intended 
As a W estern air attache in Rome put it: 
“The wings are very sm all and you wonder 
how it flies at all. As a pure interceptor — 
its original role — it was great. But now it is 
being used for air-to-ground missions and 
they are hanging bombs and all sorts of 
other things underneath that it was never 
designed to c arry .” 


Last year Ciario only got 190 million for 
new aircraft and equipm ent for his airfields 
a m eager amount with new fighters 
costing about $10 million a copy. 


As a result he has shut down 70 of 120 
airfields 
because 
he 
cannot 
afford 
to 
m aintain them. 
NATO planners are also worried because 
Italy will soon have to assum e a new air 
defense role 
After 
the 
recent 
Maltese 
elections were won bySocialist Dom Mintoff, 
it is now certain that British troops m ust all 
leave the island by early 1979 
And that 
m eans two squadrons of subm arine-hunting 
Nimrods will go — ana their Soviet fleet- 
watching task will fall to Italy’s vastly 
inferior French Atlantique planes 
Unless some money comes soon, 
the 
Italian air force is going to have a job even 
getting into the air, let alone controlling it.

However, 
Klockner explained, “ We G erm ans don’t 
have the high technology the Russians want 
although we can handle the financing and 
arrange the m arketing of the plant’s export 
production. The obvious solution is for a 
firm like Klockner to take the turnkey 
contract and go to the Am ericans for the 
technology. Companies from several other 
countries may be drawn into the venture 
before it is all put together ”

fertilizer plant but the sm allest feasible 
plant would have a yearly capacity of 
IOU.OOO tons while Tanzania’s im m ediate 
needs were only £>,000 tons a year To m ake 
the financing feasible, Klockner had to enlist 
other companies to guarantee a m arket for 
the other 75,000 tons Ironically, by the time 
the plant was built, the Tanzanians had 
increased their fertilizer dem and to 100,000 
tons a year, so now the plant m ust be 
enlarged to meet the export com m itm ents

The notion that they’re going out for 
exercise is preposterous Look around a golf 
course som e tim e The fairw ays are fairly 
teem ing with paunches The percentage of 
corpulence on a golf course is higher than 
you’ll find in a roomful of night watchmen. 
This is not just am ateurs either Notice all 
the abdom inal protrusions on view in one of 
those 
televised 
p r o f e s s i o n a l 
golf 
tournam ents. And the pros at least walk, for 
in som e cases waddle, for 18 holes.

W hat's am using is to hear one of the tv 
com m entators report that som e golfer has 
taken a few weeks off the tournam ent trail 
to rest up.

Friday, the White House was expected to 
agree to a plan by adm inistration aides 
under which beef exporting countries would 
be invited to meet here soon to discuss the 
possibility of reviving a ‘ ‘ v o l u n t a r y 
restrain t" import control system . 
Under this program , individual exporting 
nations including A ustralia, New Zealand 
and 
Central 
A m erican 
countries 
would 
pledge in bilateral agreem ents with the 
United States to hold their shipm ents down 
to a level below the "trigger point" which, 
imder federal law, would require imposition 
of m andatory UJS quotas 
The voluntary restraint system has been 
used consistently in recent years but was 
replaced with a m andatory quota for 1976 in 
October when it appeared shipm ents might- 
ex ceed 
th is 
y e a r's 
trig g e r 
lim it. 
If it proves impossible to work out a 
satisfactory voluntary program for 1977 by 
about mid-Decem ber, a source said, the 
adm inistration probably will announce a 
m andatory import quota program for 1977. 
Another governm ent expert, meanwhile, 
said the basic question to be settled about 
1977 beef im port controls is which of the two 
possible restraint system s will be used The 
source said there is no realistic prospect 
that controls would be dropped entirely 
because probable im ports — in the absence 
of som e restraint — would be virtually 


certain to exceed the "trigger lim it” spelled 
out in law 
Under the law, the "trig g er" is calculated 
annually with a formula designed to give 
foreign countries access to a share of the 
A m erican m arket which grows as domestic 
production and consumption grows 
F'or 1976 the trigger was set at I 233 billion 
pounds of beef, and this figure was used as 
the quota limit when form al quotas were 
invoked. 


F’or 1977 experts say the trigger may rise 
to about 1.280 billion pounds

adopted, one specialist said it might be 
tailored to keep total shipm ents som ewhere 
between this y ear's I 233 billion pound level 
and the new, higher trigger 
Another source noted, however, that if 
m andatory quotas are needed they can be 
set by law at about lo per cent below the 
trigger. This could produce a 1977 quota as 
low as about 1.160 to I 170 billion pounds 
Am erican cattlem en were expected to 
press for firm controls on im ports because 
beef cattle prices have been at red-ink levels 
for producers during much of the past three 
years Cattle prices are expected to begin 
recovering next year, but producers will still

Oklahoma State professor and his graduate 
students have spent three years studying the 
question of whether big noses and mouths 
are m ore attractive than sm aller ones 
Dr John McCullers and his students are 
trying to determ ine the effect of facial 
features on development in children from 
m inority groups 
"We chose noses and m ouths for our 
research because they differ widely between 
various ethnic groups and are relatively 
hard to change," said M cCullers 
"H air 
styles, facial expressions and skin blemishes 
tend to be tem porary and can be changed 
fairly easily.” 
The 
research 
began 
when 
McCullers' 
group wondered whether line drawings of 
faces of a pretty and an ugly woman seen in 
old testing m aterials might hold a key to 
understanding the basis of 
p h y s i c a l 
attraction in the United States 
“ In our studies we’ve found that a small 
nose and mouth are seen as attractive and 
ia.-ge ones, unattractive, among American 
whites, blacks and Indians, Iranians, Indians 


from India, Chinese, black Africans and 
Saudi A rabians,” McCullers said 4 
"Preschool 
children 
prefer 
l a r g e r 
features," he said, “but by the tim e they are 
4 or 5 years old, they have already learned 
that large noses and mouths are not good 
things to have, even when these children are 
not alw ays aw are of differences in feature 
size. 
“Probably this attitude has been handed 
down over 
the generations by 
Western 
civilization. If we went back to prim itive 
societies 
not 
having 
had 
contact 
with 
W estern civilization, they probably would 
pick large features as attractive because ail 
the people they would have even known 
would have had large features,” McCullers 
said 
McCullers said this type of research was 
im portant because physical attractiveness is 
related to perception and judgm ent of other 
persons 
"O ur cultural idea of facial attractiveness, 
perhaps dictated by the white society, may 
m ake it hard for m inority groups to fit the 
general cultural m odel,” he said.

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Homefront

How many have noticed nature’s artistic flair at the grocer’s 
produce counter? The next time you go to the grocery, take a 
look at the yellows and multiple shades of red of that favorite 
fall fruit—the APPLE. 
Many varieties appear in our local stores. It is helpful to be 
somewhat fam iliar with the popular varieties and the qualities 
they possess, as one apple may be excellent for baking while 
another may completely fall apart. 
For a quick rundown: The RED DELICIOUS, most popular 
apple in the USAJThe bottom (blossom end) has four points. This 
apple is best for eating fresh or for making apple sauce. 
GOLDEN DELICIOUS - good for pies, sauce, salads and eating 
fresh. It must be stored at a low tem perature with high humidity 
or they shrivel badly. 
ROME BEAUTY 
- good for baking and general cooking. 
JONATHAN - tart flavor makes them good for all uses and 
they’re readily available from September through January. 
MC INTOSH - good for eating, pies, sauce and freezing. Look 
for these from September thru March. 
WINESAPS - a later apple. They are good keepers and good 
all purpose apples. 
After you decide on the variety you want, pick apples which 
are firm, well shaped, free of blemishes and soft spots. To keep 
them crisp, store in a cool moist place (30-35 degrees F.) 
Although fall is the season for fresh apples, modern storage 
facilities make fresh apples available the year around. 
Processed apple products also insure a year-round supply. 
Examples are: Applesauce (sweetened or unsweetened; with or 
without added flavors.) 
Apple pie filling; apple slices; apple juice; apple rings; apple 
butter; apple jelly. You can even buy canned baked apples 
which are packed in a heavy syrup, which you can serve directly 
from the can, or heat and serve. 
Apples can add a special touch to your holiday meals. Perhaps 
you’d like to try this recipe to add zest to your Thanksgiving 
feast! 
SPICY APPLESAUCE MOLD 
cup red cinnamon candies 
I cup water 
1 package (6 ounces) reapberry-flavored gelatin 
2 cans or jars (15 ounces each) applesauce 
2 tablespoons vinegar 
Lettuce leaves 
Orange slices, cut in half 
1. Cook candies in I cup water, stirring frequently, until 
candies melt. Heat to boiling; pour over gelating in large bowl, 
stirring until gelatin is dissolved. S tir 
in applesauce and 
vinegar. Pour into 6-cup mold; refrigerate until firm. 
2. Unmold onto lettuce lined serving plate; garnish with 
orange slices. Top with dollop of mayonnaise or salad dressing if 
desires.
